Senator John Sherman, visiting this city, was 
tendered a public recepti@# this afternoon by 
members of the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Board of Trade, and the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation.

This will give a bimetallic 
money, good not only in San Franc.sco, but in 
New York, London, and all other parts of the 
world.” Mr. Sherman leaves Wednesday for 
Oregon and Washington Territory, returning 
East via the Northern Pacific. 


Tilden’s Hand in the Treasury A Navy 
Scandal Zach Mont zomery Fi- 
nally Appointed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 25.—[Special.]—A 
local paper announces this morning that ‘two 
correspondents are to be forbidden entrance 
to the White House because they are reported 
to have recently sent dispatches as to an 
allewed unpleasantness between the Président 
and his sister which did not exist.“ This order, 
if it sball be issued, will be based on the as- 
sumption that the President has the same right 
to forbid admission to the White House that 
he would if a private citizen occupying bis 
own bouse. There have been one or two in- 
stances under former Administrations where 
similar restrictions have been placed upon 
correspondents. . 

The order referred to has not yet been is- 
sued. It is not certain that it will be. There 
was no foundation for the frivolous gossip, 
and the right of the Executive to treat the pri- 
vate portions at least of the White House as 
his dwelling is not, perhaps, to be questioned. 
But scandal cannot be silenced in Washington 
or elsewhere by closing doors, and it is scarcely 
to be doubted, asa matter of expediency, that 
the President will give greater publicity to dis- 
aureeable stories by issuing such an order than 
by refraining from doing it. In past instances 
where an Administration has exerted arbitrary 
powers against correspondents who have in- 
curred its displeasure, the Administration has 
not attained its object, if that object was to 
prevent the newspapers at which the blow was 
aimed from getting the news.

DEADLY SCOURGES. 


OUTBREAK OF BLACK-TONGUE DIPHTHERIA 
AT PARIS, PA.—IT SPREADS AT AN ALARM- 
ING RATE—YELLOW-FEVER IN NORTHERN 
MEXICO. 

STRUBENVILLE, O., May 25.—|Special. |—Ma- 
lignant diphtheria at Paris Road is spreading— 
four new cases today. Physicians pronounce 
it black-tongue diphtheria, and think every 
case will prove fatal. Two new cases are re- 
ported at Hanlin’s, wherethere are a number 
of miners in indigent circumstances, Already 
ten deaths have occurred, and physicians re- 
port that four more will die tonignt. The 
cause as yet is unknown, but it is supposed to 
be from filth and other local causes, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 25.—In view of the 
alleged prevalence of yellow-fever in the 
Northern Mexican States the Secretary of the 
Treasury has been requested to appoint the 
Sanitary Inspectors on the border line of 
Arizona. He will probably comply with the 
request. 

Crry or Mexico, May 25.—The Government 
has permitted the garrison of Vera Cruz to be 
vaccinated with yellow-fever virus, according 
to Dr. Carmona’s system. Experiments were 
first made on prisoners who volunteered for 
the purpose. Persons vaccinated with the 
virus have all the premoaitory symptoms of 
the fever. It is thought that the inoculation 
will serve as a complete protection for four or 
five years. Great interest is felt in the dis- 
covery, and the system will be tried on the 
west coast and in Sonora. 


THE INDIAN OUTBREAKS,

INSCORANCE STATISTICS. 

Part first of the seventeenth annual tnsur- 
ance report of the Auditor of Public Accounts 
is issued today by Auditor Swigert. It shows 
that there are seven joiat-stock companies or- 
ganized under tne laws of Illinois and nine 
mutual companies. There are 136 joint-scock 
companies of other States and one mutual op- 
erating in this State, There are also agencies 
for thirty-seven fore’gn insurance corporations 
and eight casuaity companies, making in all 
188. There are in addition 148 district, county, 
and township mutual fire-insurance companies 
organized in this State and authorized to 
transact business in this State at the pres- 
ent time, which is eleven less than the num- 
ber so authorized at the date of last re- 
port. Only seven fire companies have been 
admitted and eightcen have ceasedgbusiness in 
tne State. During 1884 the total risks written 
in Illinois amounted to $725,788,886; the total 
premiums received amounted to $7,962,087. 
The aggregate of losses was $3,613,159, and the 
expenses, estimated at 80 per cent of premi- 
ums received, amounted to $2,388,626; making 
a total of $6,001,785 as the aggregate expense, 
which leaves an apparent profit on the busi- 
ness of the State of $1,960,302. The average 

remium charged on each $100 incurred was 

1.10; the amount of loss oa each $100 in- 
curred was 50 certs. The amount of losses in- 
curred on each dollar of prem:.ams received 
was 45 cents. The amount of risks written in 
1884 was $30,626,885 less than those written in 
1883, but an advance of two cents on the aver- 
age premium charged on each $100 issued 
makes the apparent profit for 1884 exceed that 
of 1883 by $308,451.

OVERCROWDED €ELLS.

ADOPTING A DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES 
—~THE SESSION NEARING A CLOSE. 


In convention yesterday. morning the dele- 
gates to the National General Holiness Assem- 


those who profess holiness. It bas been gen- 
erally understood that these “disciples of hoii- 
ness were a part of the Methodist Church, but 
such is not the fact. Nearly if not quite every 
denomination is represented in the assembly, 
and it was because of this that it was 
feared when the declaration of principles 
came up for ratifloauon there would 
be a warm time. To obviate this expected out- 
break the matter was refe to a committee, 
whicb reported, the report being adopted with- 
out dissension. There is among the Disciples 
of Holiness 4 party called the Comeoutisis, 
because its members are in favor of the disin- 
tegration of the church—that is to say, they 
want to break away from all denominations 
and form a sect by themselves. It does not ap- 
pear that the Comeoutistse are Very strong in 
the present assembly, and when the report of 
the committee eup for adoption none of 
them opened theif mouths. The reason of this 


the report a set of reso 
lutions from the Comeoutists of California 
and Arizona was received, but these the 
President of the assembly, Dr. Thomas 
Huxbes of New York, re to read or have 
referred to the committee. An appeal was had 
from the decision of the Chair. the latter being 
sustained by a vote of 56 to 86, though it was 
not understood that the latter were Come- 
outists.

run Sunday trains; every appearance of 
evil is decried against—a Mosaic document, in 
fact, stern, relentiess, and as uncompromising 
as a decree of fate. In their theory of justiti- 
cation there are three heacs—to-wit: Repent- 
ance, faith, and the witness of the Spirit; in

TELEGRAPH WIRES. 

Ald. Manterre presented au order directing 
the City Electrician and Chief of Police to re- 
move all wires strung on Chicago avenue, Su- 
perior, St. Clair, and Michigan streets since the 
passage of the prohibitory ordinance. A gang 
of men, he said, seemed determined to string 
a lot of wires on those streets, even after their 
arrest, and it was time the Council asserted it- 
self and decided whether the law was to be en- 
forced or not.

STREET PROCESSIONS. 

Ald. Clarke introduced the foliowing: 


WHEREAS, Owing to the crowded condition of the 
city’s streets itis important that all parades and 
processions should have routes prescribed by the 
Police Department, so as not to unnecessarily in- 
terfere with business and pubiic travel, and itis 
further important that all public meetings held in 
open air sball have due police protection and regu- 
lation; therefore, be it 

ORDAINED by the City Council of Chicago, 
That no parades or processions shall be 
allowed upon the streets of the 
city, nor shall any open-air public meeting be held 
upon any ground abutting upon any street or ave- 
nue of the city, until a permit therefor shall first 
be obtained from the Police Department, under a 
penalty of not less than $25 nor more than 8100. 
Such permits shall be issued without fee by the 
Superintendent of Police, and shall, in the case of 
parades and processions, specify the route to be 
followed upon the streets of the city. 

This ordinance shall be in foree and take effect 
from and after its passage and due publication. 

Several Aldermen objected. 

The Mayor said it was an excellent ordinance 
and ought to have been passed long ago. All 
large cities bad such a law. 

It was sent to the Committee on Police. 

THIRD OF THE THIRD.

In ali the relations of life ue late John W. 

McGennis was a true man—true to his do- 

mestic ties, true to his associates in business, 

true to his public duties, true to hig religious 
convictions. He was a shining example of 
probity; for thirty years he conducted the af- 
fairs of a corporation so satisfactorily that no 
member of it ever raised his voice in protest. 

The glitter of wealth had no power to entice 

him from the path of rectitude; in a commu- 

nity prone to make the acquisition of riches the 
test of merit he was content to be esteemed sim- 


ply for uprightness. He was veracity itself; he 
both spoke and lived the truth. He was u just 
man, vigorous in condemnation of the wrong, 
whether in high places or low, but generous, 
too, and fuli of charity—that catholic charity 
wh.ch takes account of Human weaknesses 
and of the misfortunes so common in the great 
struggle of life. These are the ‘*foot- 
prints” left by my friend, on the sands 
of time; and they are marks of true great- 
ness—of a greatness that dignifies man and 
helps forward the cause of civilization. Hav- 
ing said so much, it is hardly necessary to add 
that the deceased was peculiarly unselfish. This 
fact furnishes the key to his character. In this 
circumstance consisted bis superiority over the 
common order of mankind. He esteemed his 
own bonor as more preciousthan gain. He re- 
spected the rights of others. He loved bis 
tellow-men in this, that he dared not injure 
them lest in the act he should degrade bimself. 
It is a common remark that the place of any 
individual removed -by death can easily be 
filed. But it is not true of rare inen; and the 
subject Of this notice was a rare man, because 
he was unselfish. Through selfishness all past, 
civilizations have perished. It is through the 


spirit of altruism alone that an 
ideal society is destined to arise and 
survive the shocks of time.

came to a climax yesterday by the Directors of 
the Board of Trade deciding, at a special meet- 
ing, to restore the service of their quotations 
to the Open Board. This pacific course has 
been adopted afteran exhaustive investiga- 
tion of the merits of the case by a special com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade, which has con- 
Te with a similar committee of the Open 
Board. Whether the latter will surrender at 
once its newly-established independence and 
once more work in harmony with its big 
brother is another matter, and present indica- 
tions are decidedly unfavorable to such a 
course, The action of the Committee on Market 
| Reports in withdrawing the market quotations 
from that Open Board has been under the 
consideration of the directors of the Board of 
Trade for some time, and at a special meeting 
last Friday Messrs. George Brine, F. Critten- 
den, J. H. Hately, L. J. Lamson, J. J. MeDer- 
mid were appointed a special committee to 


confer with a similar committee which the 
Open Board was asked to appoint. That board 
selected Messrs. E. B. Powers, R. J. Nobile, and 
A. Eaton as its representatives, and a confer- 
ence was beid Saturday. 


THE COMMITTER’S REPORT. 

The result of that conference was a report 
submitted to the directors of jthe Board of 
Trade by its special committee at a special 
meeting held yesterday at 1 p. m. That report, 
alter giving an exhaustive review of the vari-

was adopted by the directors, Mr. James H.

Although no accurate account of the 
proceedings of the board was furnished to the 
press, it is understood that one or two lively 
scenes occurred during the coarse of the meet- 
img.

This Mr. Miine declared to be false, 
and after some further discussion the respon- 
sibiiity for the action in quesnon was assume 
by J. J. Bryant, another member of the Market 
Committee, who resigned his position on the 
committee last Friday. Mr. Milne, in addition, 
denied that he had ever had any interview with 
Mr. Noble, and declared that he bad never seen 
him in bis life. 


THE OPEN BOARD. 


The action of the directors was conveyed to 
the Open Board, whose directors held a special 
meeting at 3:30 p. m. to bear the report of their 
special committee. No definit action was taken 
with regard to the communication from the 
Board of Trade. The committee simply re- 
ceived instructions for a further conference, 
which will be heid with the special committee 
of the Board of Trade at 10 a. m. today. 

The Open Board made arrangements Satur 
day with the Bankers’ & Merchants’ Telegraph 
Company to send quotations to all approved 
correspondents in the country in the same 
way as the Western Union furnishes those of 
the Board of Trade. Judging from the feeling 
both among the members and directors on the 
Open Board there is little likelihood that it will 
again change its hours of trading and work in 
unison with the big board. The Open Board 


of the directors roundly declared yesterday 
that the big board's concess on was due to the 
fact that the Open Board was drawing away a 
considerabie portion of its trade by having its 
quotations out over the country half an hour 
earlier each morning. 

JAMES H. MILNE. 

Mr. James H. Milne, when asked the reasons 
for his resignation, said: The report of the 
special committee, so far as it alluded to the 
Committee on Market Reports, placed that 
committee in a false position. This was point- 
ed out by myself and the true facts in the case 
fully stated, which statement should have been 
satisfactory. The committee, however, seemed 
to think otherwise, and their recommendations 
having been accepted by the directors left no 
other course open tor me than to resign the 
Chairmanship of the Market Committee. I 
consider the report an unjust reflection on the 
committee and the action of the special com- 
mittee most fatal to the present position 
of the board on the bucket-sbop question. 
I am giad to be relieved of the very onerous 
duties which the Chairmanship of that com- 
mitted imposed on me. The amount of work 
required of me last year occupied fully 50 per 
cent of my time to the detriment of my own 
private business. I am satisfied that the Board 
of Trade at large would not sustain the direot- 
ors in their action of today.”

$116,220. Under the care of this board are 
198 churches, with poe oe communicants, 


194 Sabbath-schools, 13,489 schol- 
ars. During the year 1,698 members 
bave been added to these churches. 


It was stated during the course of the report 
that 500 colored babies are born in the United 
States every day. The populanon of 
the United States doubles every twenty years; 
the white population only once in thirty-five 
years. Hight years will not bave passed be- 
fore the negroes will be in a numerica: majori- 
ty in some of the Southern States. At the pres- 
ent rate of increase in 1985 there will be 96,- 
000,000 white people in the United States and 
192,000,000 colored people. When the ques- 
tion of the selection of a National seat for the 
Southern Confederacy was under consid- 
eration,”’ said Dr. Allen, “a large number 
of designs were submitted. One which met 
with much favor among the’ people of the 
South showed in the foreground a negro asleep 
on two or three bales of cotton, and behind 
them some palmetto trees, beneath which lay 
the characteristic tools and implements of the 
South. I don't like it,’ said Jefferson Davis. 
‘When that nigger wakes up it will be a bad 
day for the Confederacy.’. [Laughter.j These 
‘niggers’ are waking up, and the day is not 
far distant when it will be a physicai impossi- 
bility to continue the present practical dis- 
franchisement of the colored people of 
the Southern States. The ‘nigger’ has 
waked up. In South Carolina he bas bought 
and paid for 270,000 acres of land, which he 
cultivates. In the South he vays taxes on 
more than $91,000,000 of property. He is 
editing, printing, and publishing 106 newspa- 
pers, and yet of the 7,000,000 colored people of 
this country more than 6,000,000 cannot read 
nor write.“ 

Action on the report was postponed till after 
the report of a special committee of nine ap- 
pointed at the last General Assembly. 

Yesterday atternoon Judge Drake's anti- 
Roman Catholic resolution was the special 
order, the assembly having previously adopted 
unanimously the report of the Judicial Com- 
mittee, to which was referred Mr. Bradshaw's 
appeal from the Synod of New York, recom- 
mending that the appeal be dismissed on the 
ground that the previous deliverances of the 
General Assembly have left with the sessions 
the right to decide upon the validity of the 
Roman Catholic baptisms in particular cases. 
This appeal was based on the requirement of a 
Princeton church that an applicaut who bad 
been baptized in the Catholic Church should be 
rebaptized. 

At 8 p. m., when Judge Drake's resolution 
against the validity of Roman Catholic bap- 
tism was taken up, be yielded the floor, asking 
that some opponent open the debate and that 
he be allowed to cluse. Dr. W. C. Alexander, 
Professor in the Theologicai Seminary of San 
Francisco, spoke in oppos.tionn to the resolu- 
tion. He said it was useless, as it would not 
be a deliverance, Dut simply an expression of 
the opinion of those voting. It was miacbie- 
vous, since by passing it we make ourselves 
the laughing-stock of the world. It is 
more Papal than all the 
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validity of the baptism adminutered to millions 
of persons who have come into the Protestant 
eburch from the Roman Catholic Church and 
never received any other baptism. Dr. E. H. 
Nevins followed at some length, trying to show 
in what the alleged corrupuons of the Roman 
Catholic Church consisted. 

Dr. Sohaff offered a substitute for the resolu- 
tion to the effect that the Roman Catholic 
Church, tbough corrupt and teaching many un- 
Scriptural errors, yet retaining the Holy Script- 
ures and ancient creeds, with all the funda- 
mental trutus of Christianity, is still a brauch 
of the visible church of Christ, and therefore 
the sacrament of baptism administered by that 
church, with the right to baptize, is true and 
valid Christian baptism, which cannot and 
ought not to be repeated. Dr. Schaff spoke in 
favor of the substitute by showing from the 
history of the church that baptism adminis- 
tered in the name of the Trinity with the 
proper intention, regardiess of the character 


ot the one administering it, had always been 


considered valid. Further debate was post- 
poned until tomorrow afternoon.

HOW THREE MILLIONS |ISAP- 
PEARED, 

A lawsuit has been brought against Jay 
Gould and Russell Sage to discover what be- 
came of $3,000,000 of the assets of the Kan- 
sas Pacific Railroad Company. The disap- 
pearance of this asset was incident to the 
consolidation of the Union Pacific and Kan- 
sas Pacific Companies, and has never been 
accounted for; now the holders of the bonds 
under the consolidated mortgage are anxious 
to know what has become of it, since the re- 
covery of this large sum would enhance ma- 
terially the value of their security. The 
story of the transaction is told in brief as 
follows: 


In 1879 the Kansas Pacific Company owned 
$3,000,000 of Denver Pacific stock (the Western 
extension of the Kansas Pacific Koad), which 
as one of ite assete was covered by the mort- 
gage. The President of the Kansas Pacific was 
Sidney Dillon and Messrs. Gould and Sage were 
directors of the company as well as trustees 
of the mortgage. Jan. 17, 1880, President 
Dillon wrote to Trustees Gould and Sage say- 
ing that the stock was no good so long as it 
was held under the trust; but if they would 
turn it over to him some use might 
be made of it. To this they re- 
plied that they bad doubts about their power to 
do it, but would ask a court of competent 
jurisdiemon. The Loth of the month proceed- 
ings were begun before Judge Dopohue in 
New York City; the 234 the court ordered the 
trustees to turn over the wortbiess stock to 
President Dilion, and the 24th the articles of 
consolidation of the Kansas Pacific with the 


Union Pacific were signed, whereby the al- 
leged-to-be worthless 33. 000, 000 of Denver 
Pacific stock became convertible, share for 
share, into Union Pacific stock, then selling in 
the market about par. Now the question 
is, What became of the $3,000,000 realized by 
the conversion of the stock? No trace of it 
can be found anywhere. Thetrustees turned 
the property over to Sidney Dillon as Presi- 
dent and themselves as directors of the com- 
pany. There all trace of the matter is lost. 


This was certainly a very mysterious 
transaction, but Messrs. Dillon, Gould, and 
Sage ought to be able to tell what was done 
with the $3,000,000 of good stock, worth 
nearly par at the time, into which the $3,000,- 
000 of worthless stock was converted. It 
seems to be admitted that Gould and Sage 


held the Denver Pacific stock as trustees; 
that under an order of court they transferred 


it to President Dillon of the Kansas Pacific; 
that they (Gould and Sage) were also direct- 
ors of the Kansas Pacific, and were in a posi- 
tion to control the disposal of the stock after 
it passed from their hands as trustees into 
their hands as directors. It may be that this 
stock was properly disposed of; but, if so, 
the parties to the transaction should make a 
plain statement of what was done with it. 
Certainly as one of the assets of the consoli- 
dated company the bondholders have a right 
to know what became ot it. 

Mr. Gould is represented as being very 
much irritated about tae suit, and denounces 
it as a scheme put up by certain persons who 
are interested on the bear side of the market. 
But this explanation is neither clear nor sat- 
isfactory. If there is a prospect of unearth- 
ing $3,000,000 of assets the lawsuit is rather 
a bull movement than a bear movement, for 
the securities of the Union Pacific will cer- 
tainly be worth more with this $3,000,000 as- 
set than they are without it. But whether it 
be a bull movement or a bear movement does 
not appear to affect the merits of the suit. It 


is charged that $3,000,000 worth of stock has, 


disappeared, and the property ought to be 
found and accounted for. It hasn’t vanished 
into thin air, and somebody has realized the 
value thereof. Now is an excellent time for 
searching out ali the unexplained events of 
railroad management. The railroad mana- 
gers are not very busy, the operations on the 
stock market are exceedingly dyll, and every- 
body has time enough to make the search. 


INVESTIGATING THE RAILROADS. 

The short session held in New York last 
week by the Senate special committee em- 
powered to institute inquiries about the rail- 
road business with a view to Government 
regulation indicates that the result of the in- 
vestigation will be favorable to a National 
system of supervision. Several gentlemen 
interested in railroad property and associated 
with the management of railroads indicated 
a decided change of sentiment in regard to 
Government regulation. There was an evi- 
dent disposition among them to welcome the 
exercise of some superior authority which 
would prevent rate wars and establish uni- 
form management, Mr. Fink, the pool man- 
ager, confessed that the regulations of the 
pool had never been thoroughly enforced, 
and expressed the belief that Government 
authority should be invoked to compel the 
railroads to abide by the rates agreed upon.

It is possible that the events of the last 
two years have caused the railroad managers 
to change their views materially about Gov- 
ernment regulation. They have discovered that 
prosperous conditions encourage the building 
of new roads along parallel lines, and that it is 
necessary to head off threatened competition 
by the purchase of the new roads or by ad- 
mitting them on equal terms into the pooling 
arrangements, which necessitates an increase 
of rates in order to provide for the interest 
on new bonds and dividends on new stock.

Taha REPAIRS. 

The new Secretary of the Navy is showing 
a degree of inquisitiveness as to the affairs in 
his department is very commendable, 
and promises well for the future, unless he 
turns out to de only the conventional new 
broom. His latest spurt of vigilance is in 
the matter of repairs at the Mare Island 
Navy-Yard. While examining the records 
of the yard recently he discovered that the 
steamship Mohican has been undergoing re- 
pairs for thirteen years, running up a bill 
of about $900,000 on a vessel which at best 


is of an obsolete type. He has also discov- 


ered that the repairs on the Omaha at the 
Portsmouth Yard since 1881 have amounted 
to $545,208, or a great deal more than the 
ship is worth. The New York Times gives 
the following history of several other vessels 
which have been undergoing repairs: 


The Tennessee has cost $3,596,786, of which 


more than $2,200,000 was paid for repairs. The 
repairs upon the Shenandoah, built twenty- 
three years ago at a cost of $463,866, have cost 
$006,481. The Ossipee was built twenty-four 
years ago at a cost of $407,064, and the repairs 
upon her bave cost $1,197;391. The Kearsarge 
cost only $286,918, but there has been spent 
upon ber for so-called repairs no less than 
$1,123,415, or almost enough to pay for four 
new vessels of the same kind. And the Pinta 
should not be forgotten. She is a tug of 306 
tons, and her repairs have cost $224,826. The 
most costly and mysterious of these repairs 
were made about two years age in the Norfolk 
Yard. Not long ago there were offered for 
sale at auction twenty-three naval vessels, and 
the sum of all the bids was iess than $310,000. 
Yet fourteen of these vessels bad cost $7,283,- 
561, without taking into account the machinery 
in six of them. One of these relics was the 
Dictator, whose cost with repuirs had been 
more than $1,500,000, and the highest bid for 
her was $40,250, a sum several thousand dol- 
lars greater than her appraised value. 

The new Secretary now proposes to find 
out why so much money is spent in repairing 
a fleet out of commission and what methods 
are employed in the navy-yards by which 
twice or three times the value of a vessel 
is expended on tinkering it up, and to 
accomplish it has appointed a commission of 
investigation. It is cheerful to witness a 
Democratic Secretary of the Navy interest- 
ing himself at all in the National fleet. His 
party has resolutely opposed its improvement 
for years. It has set its face like a flint 
against its increase or strengthening. It has 
fought the navy as vigorously and venom- 
onsly as it has fought the army. If it has 
now turned about and is really going to give 
us a navy, the Secretary has commenced in 
the right direction by breaking up the system 
of repairing old hulks, and if he really suc- 
ceeds in stopping this useless expenditure of 
money it will be a good reason for holding 
him in grateful remembrance. It is yet too 
early, however, to be lavish in praise. 
He is a new man, and it remains 
to be seen whether he is really 
in earnest in this much needed reform 
and whether he is not engaged in a cruise 
about the navy-yards for political purposes 
only. It will be remembered that several of 
the other department heads Started off very 
briskly with reform and were tired out on 
the first quarter, and speedily fell back into 
offensive partisan ways. The Secretary of 
the Navy may fare no better, but we are dis- 
posed to give him eredit for making an ex- 
cellent and business-like start, and he may 
be assured that no one will be disposed to 
criticise him if he puts an end to the foolish 
and even wicked waste of money thrown 
away in repairing old hulks which even 
when repaired are not safe when out of sight 
of the dock-yards. We hope further that 
this spasm of enterprise means the beginning 
of a new navy that will be a credit to the 


country; but, remembering the Democratic 


antipathy to anything warlike since 1861, we 
fear that the Secretary’s vigor may meet 


with party obstacles if he goes ahead too 
radically in the matter of naval reform. 
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During last week our stock decreased 209,676 
bushels, including a decrease of 259,643 bush- 
els of wheat and an increase of $1,518 bushels 
of corn. For the same date the Secretary of 
the Chicago Board of Trade states the visible 
supply of grain in the United Statés and Can- 
ada as 41,101,814 bushels of wheat, 4,991,872 
bushels of corn, 1,936,273 bushels of oats, 
184,891 bushels of rye, and 211,310 bushels 
of barley. These figures are larger than a 
week ago by 179,881 in wheat and 88,759 in 
corn.

Tux absurdity of the Government's rela- 
tions with the Indians is again illustrated 
by the opinion given by Attorney-General 
Garland that an Indian maintaining tribal 
relations is not competent to take the oath of 
office, and hence is ineligible toa little village 
post-office in the Indian Territory. What 
progress can reasonably be expected in the 
professed purpose to civilize and assimilate 
the Indians while they are treated as aliens 
and paupers? It may be agreeable to the 
vanity of the Indian Chief to have 
the Government negotiate treaties with 
him, aud it may suit the lazy loafers 
of the Far West to be supported 
by the Government in roving idleness, but 
this policy is not calculated to make good 
citizens of them. The disadvantage to the 
Government and people from the National 
relations with the Indians is constantly 
appearing. The Oklahoma lands are 
withheld from settlement under the 
homestead laws purely to accommodate the 
sentimental theory that the Indians in their 
tribal capacity are a sovereign people who 
are entitled to the explicit letter of the 
treaties made with them. The Indian tribes 
were well paid for the cession of the Okla- 
homa lands, but they parted with them under 
the stipulation that the Government should 
locate thereon other Indians and the freedmen 
of the South. Subsequently the Government 
decided not to send any more Indians into the 
territory, and the blacks would not go there. 
Now it is held to be necessary to enter into 
new negotiations with the Indian tribes and 
pay them for the lands a second time in order 
to secure their sovereign assent to the occu- 
pation thereof by white settlers. Among the 
** changes which the Democratic party in- 
tends to inaugurate it is to be hoped that a 
complete revision of the Indian policy will 
be included.

Tue Pennsylvania Legislature has passed 
and the Governor has signed the bill to pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale of imitation 
butter in that State. Stated in few words, the 
new law prohibits tne manufacture outof any 
oleaginous substance or any compound of the 
same any article designed to take the place of 
butter or cheese, nor shall any person pur- 
chase, sell, or have in possession such product. 
All sales of oleomargarine and like compounds, 
after the Ist of July next, are declared void, 
and there can be no recovery in the courts on 
contracts for the manufacture or sale of the 
same. The penalties against the violations of 
the act involve both fine and imprisonment.” 
The law, it will be seen, does seek to 
prohibit the sale of imitation d gen- 
ulne butter, but it declares manu- 
facture and sale of suine, butterine, oleomar- 
garine, or any other compound designed to 
take the place of butter, shall stop. It cannot 
be made and soldeven for what it actually is. 
The intention of the Legislature is to put an 
effectual stop to the sale within the Common- 
wealth of all kinds of bogus butter. This is 
done in the interest of the home dairy business, 
which is a large onein that State. A good 
many people seem to think that this prohibi- 
tory law will be evaded. The Pittsburg Gazette 
remarks: 


If large masses of the people ‘are satisfied that 
oleomargarine is preferabie to country roll,“ 
will they not buy the former in spite of the law? 
Will they concede the right of the dairy interest to 
cram “creamery’’ down their throats whether 
they want it or not? The constitudenal question 
was raised before the Governor, and it will now go 
to the courts for decision. The principle involved 
is an exceedingly important one, and there is suf- 
ficient at stake, in a pecuniary point of view, to 
justify ite being settled in the regular way.

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A PERTINACIOUS DAUGHTER. | 


Mrs. Emma Canavan Trying to 
Conservator for Her F 
Estate. 


Judge Knickerbocker was occupied all day 
yesterday with a jury in the trial of the case of 
Jonn or Jean Baptiste Valiiquette, whose daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Emma Canavan, desires to have a con- 
gervator appointed to take care of the old 


man's estate for him. She began proceedings 


for the same purpose two years ago, but the 
jury pronounced her father to be perfectiy 
gane and capable of managing his own prop- 
erty. Valliquette is worth some $50,000, and 
his daugbter objected to the way in which he 
managed his estate. Valliquette is a French- 
Canadian considerably past three-score years 
and ten. His right side is paralyzed, so that 
he walks withan awkward and uncertain gait, 


but though showing in bis face the traces of 
suffering and sorrow be is a man of dignified 
and venerab e appearance. 

After the fuilure of the attack upon bis lib- 

erty two years ago, Vailiquette married a 
young wife, who was viewed with no friendly 
eyes by the daughter. The property seemed to 
Mrs. Canavan and ber 1 Austin A. Can- 
avan, a lawyer, to be mismanaged and they 
again filed a petition for the appointment of a 
conservator. Judge Barnum and Robert Her- 
vey represent the petitioners, while Valliquette 
is defended by Judge Loomis and F. J. Craw- 
ford. The trial bids fair to occupy the greater 
part of the werk. 

The evidence yesterday was chiefly a priori, 
and amounted to this, that a man whose entire 
right side was paralyzed couldn’t be of sound 
mind. There was no palpable proof of insane 
eonduct on big part, but several physi- 
clans ‘were put on the stand to swear 
to the impossibility of his being sane, 
Among those expert wituesses were Dr. N. 8. 
Davis, Dr. Hollister, and Dr. Henry M. Ly- 


man. It is understood that the deiense wil! 


prod uee au equal array of respectable doctors 
to swear exactiyto the oppositeffect. Some 
evidence will probably be produced tomorrow 
of conduct on the old man’s part tending to 
prove bis insanity. He is very deaf, and some 
of bis acquaintances have been at a loss to 
know whether'bis queer bebavior was due to 
physical causes or to mental imbecility. It 
seems furthermore that he sometimes called 
in physicians to prescribe for bis infirmities, 
but did not always agree with them in their 
diagnoses of bis and be seemed to think 
he knew more about his symptoms than they 
did. This was perhaps a trifle unreasonable 
after be bad asked for their advice; at all 
events, it appears to be, in their opinion, proof 
positive of insanity, or at least imvecility, on 
his part. 


SELF-INFLICTED DEATHS. 


THE YOUNG WOMAN WHO COMMITTED S8UI- 
CIDE AT THE GRAND CENTRAL HOTEL IN 
NEW YORE FINALLY IDENTIFIED—A YOUNG 
HUSBAND WEARY OF LIFE. 

CokxIxd, N. V., May 25.—)Special.}—There 
is now no doubt that the young woman who 
committed suicide at the Grand Union Hotel 
in New York Thursday morning was Hattie B. 
Bedient of Hornby, six miles north of here. 
Gideon Bedient, ber father, arrived here this 
afternoon and said that his daughter, aged 22 
years, had been miss.ng since Wednesday. She 
had been attending school at the Dundee Sem- 
inary, graduating there a year ago, but re- 
mained to study languages and teach. Wednes- 
day she did not appear at school, and, on inquiry 
by the principal at her boidrding-place, it was 
learned that she bad gone away. It was ascer- 
tained that she boughta ticket on the Syra- 


cuse, Geneva & Corning Road for Corning. It. 
is learned that, arriving at Watkins, wbere the. 
northward and southward bound trains pass, 
she got off and boarded the northward-bound 
‘train going to Lyons. Conductor Thomas O. 
Brown of the latter train says be remembers 
her, He says the girl seemed restiess, as if la- 
boring under a mental strain. The descriptions 
of the girl in the New York papers correspond 
with those who kaow her. A milliner posi- 
tively identifies her hat, and says the pin 
described is the one she sold to her and was 
worn on the bat. Miss Bedient was very 
studious and intelligent, and told a Corning 
friend whom visited a few weeks ago that 
she bad an a ion to the society of gentiemen, 
bition to become a good teach- 
er. However, at that time she was reported to 
be in love with a male student at the seminary. 
She attended the Methodist church here and 
was quite staid, but her demeanor was greatly 
changed on ber removal te Dundee, and she 
was quite a social light. It is claimed 
that last fall she took a large dose 
of laudanum with supposed intent to kill her- 
self, and that about a month ago she did the 
same thing. There is no telegraphic communi- 
cation between Oorning and Hornby, and the 
Professor of the Dundee school supposing 
that she had gone home to get some new oloth- 
ing preparatory to the commencement exer- 
cises, in which she was to have taken part, and 
Der father believing that she was at school, 
her absenve was not discovered by her parents 
Ul today. Mr. Bedient goes to New York at 
once to identify the remains. 

Portsmoun, N. H., May 25.—Edgar Robin- 
son and his wife came bere about three weeks 
ago and took a room and board at Mr. Charles 
Hutchins’. Yesterday they rode to Dover, and 
returned about 9 o'clock. Shortly atter Mrs. 
Robinson calied Mrs. Hutchins and said her 
husband bad poisoned himself by an overdose 
of morphine, and wanted a doctor at once. 
Doctors were called, but the poison had taken 
a fatal effect and Mr. Robinson died. Mrs. 
Robinson says be was 35 years of age, and was 
formeriy of Boston, but latterly of New York 
and Philadelphia.
